THE OUTGOING SENATORS. 

The terms of twenty-six senators expire with 
the next session, and their successors take 
their seats on the 4th of March next. The 
democrats are: Senators Jones, of Arkansas; 
Call, of Fiorida; Brown, of Georgia; Voor- 
hees, of Indiana; Blackburn, of Kentucky; 
Eu:tis, of Louisiana; Wilson, of Maryland; 
Vest, of Missouri; Vance, of North Carolina; 
Payne, of Ohio, and Hampton, of South 
Carolina. 

The chances are that all of these will return 
except Eustis and Payne, whose successors 
have already been elected, and Senator Brown, 
who retires.

THE EFFECT OF THE TARIFF LAW. 
Everywhere one goes in Washington now he 
sees the effect of the McKinley tariff law. 
The cigar dealers were probably the first to 
profit by it. Two-fors are now selling at retail 


’ for a nickel, good 5-cent cigars cannot be pur- 


chased for less than three fora quarter, while 
three-for-a-quarter cigars are selling for 
10 cents straight. Imported cigars can- 
not be purchased for less than two for 
25 cents, and they are of inferior grade and 
very small. A good imported cigar that sold 
last Saturday at two for 25 cents, now sells 
three for 50 cents. 

The duty on imported 
week was $2.50 a pound and 25 per 
cent ad valorem. Now the duty 
is $4.50 a pound and 25 per cent advalorem. 
It takes only about sixty oydinary cigars 
to make a pound. The duty on gigar wrappers 
if not stemmed, is $2 per pound; if stemmed 

2.75 per pound. ‘ Under the old law it was 75 
cents and $1. As nearly all domestic cigars 
have either Havana or Sumatra wrappers, the 
tobacco schedule of the new bill increases the 
price of all cigarsexcept those made entirely 
of domestic tobacco. ae 

The tailors, dealers in ready-made clothing of 
of the higher grades and men’s dealers in under. 
wear, have likewise increased their prices. The 
tailors have added from $5 to $10a suit u 
clothing, while the dealers’ prices have already 
Zone up something like 10 per cent. Indeed 
the prices of almost everything has gone up 
Since the passage of this bill. 

WHERE BLAINE STANDS. 

Although the republican congressional 
committee and all the leading republicans of 
the state of Ohio have appealed to Mr. Blaine 
tostump Ohio during the present congres- 
sional campaign he has absolutely refused, 
giving as a reason that he cannot absent 
himself from Washington at this time.

THE PRESIDENT’S TOUR. 


The Party Visits St. Joseph and Topeka 
--The President's Speech. 


AtTcHison, Kan., October 10.—The presi- 
dent arose earlier this morning than on any 
previous morning during the trip. The first 
reception in the state of Missouri was to take 
place at St. —_ As thatcity was reached 
about 5:30 o’clock, the president and his party 
had only time to hastily arise and ks a 
cup of coffee before entering .the city, 
At the uuion depot an im- 
mense crowd was assembled and _ the 
president was evidently pleased at the gen- 
erous reception tendered him at such an early 
hour. Conspicuous in the assemblage was 
Custer Post,Grand Army of the Republic, 
which, drawn ‘up in line, made a passage for 
the president and party, and ac as an e8- 
cort until a neighboring hotel was reached, 
where a public reception was to take place. 

As the president and Secretary Tracy ap- 
peaied on the balcony in front of the hotel 
under escort of Colonel A. C, Dawes, general 

assenger agent of the Hannibal and St. 

oseph railroad, hearty cheers burst from the 
crowd. ‘‘Citizens of St. Joseph,’’ said Colo- 
nel Dawes, “itis not necessary for me to make 
any speech of welcome to the president of the 
United States, his time with us being limited. 
I now have the pleasure to introduce to you, 
Benjamin Harrison, president of the United 
States.’’ (Great applause. |] 

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

“My fellow citizens,’’ said the president, 
“if you are glad to see me at this hour in the 
morning; if you are so kind and demon- 
Strative before breakfast, how great would 
have been your welome if I could have come a 
little laterin the day. [Applause.] I beg to 
thank you, who at so much inconvenince, at 
this early hour, have turned out to speak these 
words of welcome to us as we pass through your 
beautiful city. Iam glad to have, this morn- 
ing, the brief and imperfect opportunity to 
look upon it. Many years A read of St. 
Joseph. I know something of its history 
when, instead of being a railroad city, it was 
a place of outfitting for those slow and toil- 
some trains that bore the early pioneers 
towards California and the far west.”’ 

The president then warned the people not 

to let the swifter times in which we live make 
them forget to prize the solid and essential 
virtues which have,in every time of trial, 
enabled us to call out from among the people 
men fit to lead our armies and to meet every 
emergency. 
- ‘All are here,” continued he, ‘‘as American 
citizens, not as partisans. We are here as 
comrades of the late war; or, if there are those 
here who, under the other banner fought for 
what seemed to them to be right, we are here 
to say to one or all, God Knew what was best 
for the country when he cast the issue in favor 
of the union and the constitution. [Applause 
and cheers. ] 

‘*Let us then, in all kindliness and faithful- 
ness, in devotion to right, as God shall give us 
light to see it, go forward in the discharge of 
our duties, setting above everything else the 
flag, constitution and laws upon which all our 
rights and all our securities are based. [Cheers 
and applause. ] 

*‘Now, comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and fellow-citizens of Missouri, 
again I thank you and bid you goodbye.” 
(Cheers. ] 

At the conclusion of the president’s remarks 
the party returned to the rotunda of the depot 
where the president shook hands with the 
crowd as they filed through. 

HE KISSED THE LITTLE GIRL. 
Just before the train pulled out, little Adele 
Hayes, the four-year-old niece of Colonel A. 
C. Dawes, presented the president with a 
beautiful bouquet and was rewarded with a 
kiss from the nation’s chief executive. 

The run to Atchison was made without an 
event beyond the lusty cheering of the crowds 
at the depots as the train went by en route to 
this city. 

At St. Joseph, Governor Humphrey, of Kan- 
gas, ex-Governor and ex-Minister Osborne, 
Chief Justice Horton and Colonel James 
Barges met the president in a special car, and 
acted as his escort over the state line and until 
his arrival at Topeka. 

Atchison was reached at 8:45 o’clock, where

Report of the Department of Agriculture. 
The Averages. 

WASHINGTON, October 10.—October estimates 
of the yield per acre, for the entire breadth of 
cereal crops, are: Winter weat, 10.8 bushels per 
acre; spring wheat, 11.5; wheat crop, 11.1; oats, 
19.8; barley,21.16; rye, 11.8 bushels. 

The condition of corn is 70.6, instead of 70.1 last 
month; buck wheat,- 90.7, instead of 90.5; pota- 
toes, 61.7, instead of 65.7; tobacco, 85.4, instead of 
82.4. There is practically no change in the gen- 
eral average of condition, except a reduction of 
four points in potatoes and an increase of three 
points in tobacco. 

The effect of winter frosts upon wheat is 
shown by the low rate of yield to have been severe. 
Figures would have been lower, but for a reduc- 
tion area by the se and bogs J of worst 
fields in cotton crops. Some of the higher rates 
in the principal states are: 

New York 15.2, Philadelphia 12, Ohio 12.5, 
Michigan 15.2, [iHnois 11.5, Missouri 11.2, Kansas 
13.5, Dlabama 12, Oregon 15. | 

The crop made a very low yield throughout the 
south, where the acreage is small. In the Ohio 
valley the variation in yield, in’ the different 
counties, a8 on farms in the same county, has an 
extraordifiary range, from five to twenty-five 
bushels, and in extreme cases from one to thirty 
bushels. One county in Illinoisclaims ‘the best 
crop in years,”’ and another ‘‘a poorer crop than 
was expected.” Soils are in good condition ; those 
that had thorough tillage made the best yields. 

The Rocky mountain areas made high averages 
in spring wheat, on limited areas, Dakota 
yields se from a bushel or two to 
twenty-five ushels, making the average 
nine bushels per acre. Minnessota returns 12 
and Wisconsin 12,5 bushels. 

The restimated yield of oatsis 19.8 bushels; 
which is the lowest ever reported, probably ree 
ducing the aggregate product more than two 
hundred million bushels.

THE DYING JUDGE. — 


JUSTICE MILLER, OF THE UNITED 
STATES SUPREME COURT, 


STRICKEN DOWN WITH PARALYSIS. 


The Attack at First Appears to Be a Slight 
One, But Afterwards Hemorrhage Sets 
In, and the Judge Is Slowly Sinking. 


WASHINGTON, October 10.—Justice Samuel 
F. Miller, of the supreme court of the United 
States, was strickem with partial paralysis of 
the left side this afternoon about 3 o'clock 
while on his way home from the capitol, and 
is now resting quietly at his home on Massa- 
chusetts avenue, with no serious results an- 
ticipated by his family. 

Justice Miller’s mind is perfectly clear and 
he has never been for an instant speechless 
since he was stricken, conversing frequently 
with his wife and attendants and to observers 
seems to be giving himself little concern about 
his condition. He recited in detail to Mrs. 
Miller and hisson Irving all the incidents of 
his visitto the capitol and his return home, 
laughing and joking with them all the while 
and telling them not to feel badly over his 
attack. 

The judge was stricken near hishome. John 
Woodford, his servant, was standing in the 
door at the time and saw him fall. He imme- 
diately ran to hie assistance, and, with the 
help of some bystanders, raised the judge to 
his feet, and helping him into a cab, soon con- 
veyed him to his house. 

THE PHYSICIANS CALLED IN. 

Dr. Cook, who lives two doors away, was 
called in, and Dr. Lincoln was sent for, and 
administered some slight restoratives, and, 
after an examination, found partial paralysis 
of the left side from the armdown. The 
numbness in the arm has now partially disap- 
peared, andifno further complications arise, 
the physicians do not anticipate a fatal result. 
Drs. Cook and Lincoln were in attendance 
some time, and after they left, the justice 
called for his dinner and ate it with apparent 
relish, after which he slept quietly. 

The house was besieged with callers durin 
the evening. Justice Blatchford, who arrive 
from New York on the 4 o’clock train, bein 
the first caller. He was soon followe 
by Chief Justice Fuller and _ £ aili 
the associate justices on the bench, except 
Justices Field and Bradley, who are absent. 
Mrs. Miller and Mr. Irving Miller are in con- 
stant attendance on the judge, and numerous 
telegrams have been received inquiring as} to 
his condition. 

THE JUDGE GROWING WORSE. 

Dr. Lincotn has just left Justice Miller. He 
says the justice’s condition is not nearly so 
favorable as two hours ago, and that the case 
is now very serious. The justice is still 
rational but the mind less bright. Some feel- 
ing still remains in the paralysized left side, 
but he is unable to move. 

SLOWLY SINKING. 

Midnight—Justice Miller’s condition is so 
critical that the physicians expect that he will 
sink in the morning and that he can hardly 
live another day. He has had a hemorrhage 
ofthe brain and another attack would be fatal. 
His mind is evidently affected, though . he is 
still conscious and talking.

The Count of Paris on the Battlefields of 
Gaines’s Mill and Cold Harbor. 

RicHMOND, Va., October 10.—This morning 
at 9 o’clock, the Comte de Paris and party left 
Richmond under the escort of Colonel Ander- 
son, Captain Haxall and Captain Binford for 
a visit tojthe battlefields of Mechanicsville, 
Gaines’s Mill, Cold Harbor and Seven Pines. 
The entire party, except Count d’ Hausson- 
ville and Captain Morhair, used saddle horses 
and do not expect to return to Richmond until 
about 6 o’clock. 

The day was bright and fair and although 
somewhat warm, was decidedly favorable for 
the occasion. The party proceeded through the 
streets of Richmond, making quite a pictur- 
esque cavalcade, to Mechanicsville turnpike, 
thence to Mechanicsville, stopping en route at 
a bluff affording a fine view of Chickahominy 
swamp. Another stop was made at Mechan- 
icsville, where the party alighted and walked 
into a corn field oF the guides pointed out 
the positions of the opposing armies just pre- 
visious to the battle of Ellison’s mills. 

The comte was eS, with a large map 
and powerful field glasses, and spent some 
time in familiarizing himself with the lay of 
the land, in which he was materially aided by 
the Richmond contingent of the party. 

New Cold Harbor was then visited before 
the return to Richmond. 

Through the plowed, soft meadow lands, 
dense woods and rough roads the entire party, 
especially the Comte de Paris, showed them- 
selves to be excellent horsemen, and after sup- 
per at the hotel, attended a reception given in 
their honor by Colonel Anderson at his fine 
residence on West Franklin street.

THEY WILL BE APPOINTED. 


The Elective Judiciary Scheme in Missis- 
sippi Fails. 


JACKSON, Miss.,’ October 10.—The elective 
judiciary scheme received its quietus late this 
afternoon at the hands of the constitutional 
convention, after a debate of several hours. 
The section as reported by the committee was 
adopted. The supreme court shall consist of 
three judges, any two of whom, when con- 
vened, shall form a quorum. The legislature 
shall divide the state into three supreme 
court districts, and the governor, — by 
and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, shall appoint one judge for each 
district; provided that the removal of a judge 
to the state capital during the term of his 
office shall not render him eligible as his own 
successor for the district from which he is re- 
moved, and provided further that the present 
incumbents shall be considered as holding 
their terms of office from the state at large.

GREAT REJOICING iN IRELAND. 


The Irish Leaders Prove Themselves to Be 
Sharper Than the Scotland Yard De- 
tectives—Chagrin of the Tory Press. 


Dusiax, October 10,—The case of the crown 
against William O’Brien and John Dillon, 
charged with conspiracy in inciting tenants 
not to pay rents, was again called in the 
magistrate’s court at Tipperary this morning. 
Messrs. O’Brien. and Dillon have hitherto 
been present at all the hearings, but this 
morning when the court opened they did not 
putin an appearance. Both defendants are 
members of#hé committee appointed at the 
conference of Irish nationalists, held in Dublin 
last Friday, to visit America for the purpose 
of soliciting aid for the nationalist cause, and 
@ rumor is current that they have forfeited 
their bail at $1,000 each in the conspiracy case, 
and that they sailed yesterday from Queens- 
town for the United States.

Mr. Healy, of counsel for the defendants, 
submitted an argument that the sureties on 
the bail bonds had fulfilled their obligations 
when O’Brien and Dillon appeared in court on 
the first trial. The crown, he said, had subse- 
quently amended the particulars of the charges 
and, therefore, the bail given for defendants 
no longer held good. 

After listening to arguments on this point, 
the court announced that in its opinion the 
charges against the defendants, although they 
had Fests amended by the crown, were sub- 
stantially the same. It, therefore, granted 
Mr. Ronan’s request and the court’s certificate 
of ene was attached to the bail 
bonds of Dillon and O’Brien. 

Adjournment was then taken to enable the 
crown to consider what steps should be taken. 
Warrants were issued for the arrest of Dillon 
and O’Brien. 

THEY SAILED FROM HAVRE.

The tailors, dealers in ready-made clothing of 
of the higher grades and men’s dealersin under.

cort until a neighboring hotel was reached, 
where a public reception was to take place. 

As the president and Secretary Tracy ap- 
peaied on the balcony in front of the hotel 
under escort of Colonel A. C. Dawes, general 
_ vee aid agent of the Hannibal and St. 

oseph railroad, hearty cheers burst from the 
crowd, “Citizens of St. Joseph,’’ said Colo- 
nel Dawes, “‘it is not necessary for me to make 
any speech of welcome to the president of the 
United States, his time with us being limited. 
I now have the pleasure to introduce to you, 
Benjamin Harrison, president of the United 
States.’’ (Great applause. ] 

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

“My fellow citizens,’’ said the president, 
“if you are glad to see me at this hour in the 
morning; if you are so kind and demon- 
Strative before breakfast, how great would 
have been your welome if I could have come a 
little laterin the day. [Applause.] I beg to 
thank you, who at so much inconvenince, at 
this early hour, have turned out to speak these 


words of welcome to us as we pass through your 
beautiful city. Iam glad to have, this morn- 
ing, the brief and imperfect opportunity to 
look upon it. Many years nae T read of St. 
Joseph. I know something of its history 
when, instead of being a railroad city, it was 
a place of outfitting for those slow and toil- 
some trains that bore the early pioneers 
towards California and the far west.”’ 

The president then warned the people not 

to let the swifter times in which we live make 
them forget to prize the solid and essential 
virtues which have,in every time of trial, 
enabled us to call out from among the people 
men fit to lead our armies and to meet every 
emergency.

CEREAL CROPS. 


Report of the Department of Agriculture. 


: The Averages. 

WASHINGTON, October 10.—October estimates 
of the yield per acre, for the entire breadth of 
cereal crops, are: Winter weat, 10.8 bushels per 
acre; spring wheat, 11.5; wheat crop, 11.1; oats, 
19.8; barley,21.16; rye, 11.8 bushels. 

The condition of corn is 70.6, instead of 70.1 last 
month; buck wheat,- 90.7, instead of 90.5; pota- 
toes, 61.7, instead of 65.7; tobacco, 85.4, instead of 
82.4. There is practically no change in the gen- 
eral average of condition, except a reduction of 
four points in potatoes and an increase of three 
points in tobacco. 

The effect of winter frosts upon wheat is 
shown by the low rate of yield to have been severe. 
Figures would have been lower, but for a reduc- 
tion area by the ag | and planting of worst 
fields in cotton crops. Some of the -jhigher rates 
in the principal states are: 

New York 15.2, Philadelphia 12, Ohio 12.5, 
Michigan 15.2, IiHnois 11.5, Missouri 11.2, Kansas 
13.5, Alabama 12, Oregon 15. 

The crop made a very low yield throughout the 
south, where the acreage is small. In the Ohio 
valley the variation in yield, in the different 
counties, 28 on farms in the same county, has an 
extraordinary range, from five to twenty-five 
bushels, and in extreme cases from one to thirty 
bushels. One county in llinois claims “the best 
crop in years,”’ and another ‘‘a poe crop than 
was expected.” Soils are in good condition ; those 
that had thorough tillage made the best yields. 

The Rocky mountain areas made high averages 
in spring wheat, on limited areas. Dakota 
yields be ges from a bushel or two to 
twenty-five bushels, making the average 
nine bushels per acre. Minnessota returns 12 
and Wisconsin 12.5 bushels.

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THE DYING JUDGE. 


JUSTICE MILLER, OF THE UNITED 
STATES SUPREME COURT, 


STRICKEN DOWN WITH PARALYSIS. 


The Attack at First Appears to Be a Slight 
One, But Afterwards Hemorrhage Sets 
in, and the Judge Is Slowly Sinking. 


WASHINGTON, October 10.—Justice Samuel 
F. Miller, of the supreme court of the United 
States, was strickem with partial paralysis of 
the left side‘ this afternoon about 3 o'clock 
while on his way home from the capitol, and 
is now resting quietly at his home on Massa- 
chusetts avenue, with no serious results an- 
ticipated by his family. 

Justice Miller’s mind is perfectly clear and 
he has never been for an instant speechless 
sinee he was stricken, conversing frequently 
with his wife and attendants and to observers 
seems to be giving himself little concern about 
his condition. He recited in detail to Mrs. 
Miller and hisson Irving all the incidents of 
his visitto the capitol and his return home, 
laughing and joking with them all the while 
and telling them not to feel badly over his 
attack. 

The judge was stricken near hishome. John 
Woodford, his servant, was standing in the 
door at the time and saw him fall. e imme- 
diately ran to hie assistance, and, with the 
help of some bystanders, raised the judge to 
his feet, and helping him into a cab, soon con- 
veyed him to his house. 

THE PHYSICIANS CALLED IN, 

Dr. Cook, who lives two doors away, was 
called in, and Dr. Lincoln was sent for, and 
administered some slight restoratives, and, 
after an examination, found partial paralysis 
of the left side from the armdown. The 
numbness in the arm has now partially disap- 
peared, andifnofurther complications arise, 
the physicians do not anticipate a fatal result. 
Drs. Cook and Lincoln were in attendance 
some time, and after they left, the justice 
called for his dinner and ate it with apparent 
relish, after which he slept quietly. 

The house was besieged with callers durin 
the evening. Justice Blatchford, who arrive 
from New York on the 4 o’clock train, bein 
the first caller. He was soon follow 
by Chief Justice Fuller and _ all 
the associate justices on the bench, except 
Justices Field and Bradley, who are absent. 
Mrs. Miller and Mr. Irving Miller are in con- 
stant attendance on the judge, and numerous 
telegrams have been received inquiring asj to 
his condition. 

THE JUDGE GROWING WORSE. 

Dr. Lincoln has just left Justice Miller. He 
says the justice’s condition is not nearly so 
favorable as two hours ago, and that the case 
is now very serious. The justice is still 
rational but the mind less bright. Some feel- 
ing still remains in the paralysized left side, 
but he is unable to move. 

SLOWLY SINKING. 

Midnight—Justice Miller’s condition is 80 
critical that the physicians expect that he will 
sink in the morning and that he can hardly 
live another day. He has had a hemorrhage 
of the brain oad another attack would be fatal. 
His mind is evidently affected, though . he is 
still conscious and talking.

The entire party, except Count d’ Hausson- 
ville and Captain Morhair, used saddle horses 
and do not expect to return to Richmond until 
about 6 o’clock. 

The day was bright and fair and although 
somewhat warm, was or favorable for 
the occasion. The party proceeded through the 
streets of Richmond, making quite a pictur- 
esque cavalcade, to Mechanicsville turnpike, 
thence to Mechanicsville, stopping en route at 
a bluff affording a fine view of Chickahominy 
swamp.

The Elective Judiciary Scheme in Missis- 
sippi Fails. 


JACKSON, Miss.,’ October 10.—The elective 
judiciary scheme received its quietus late this 
afternoon at the hands of the constitutional 
convention, after a debate of several hours.

WAY TO AMERICA. 


GREAT REJOICING iN IRELAND. 


The Irish Leaders Prove Themselves to Be 
Sharper Than the Scotland Yard De- 
tectives—Chagrin of the Tory Press. 


Duszak, October 10,—The case of the crown 
against William O’Brien and John Dillon, 
charged with conspiracy in inciting tenants 
not to pay rents, was again called in the 
magistrate’s court at Tipperary this morning. 
Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon have hitherto 
been present at all the hearings, but this 
morning when the court opened they did not 
putin an appearance. Both defendants are 
members of#hs committee appointed at the 
conference of Irish nationalists, held in Dublin 
last Friday, to visit America for the purpose 
of soliciting aid for the nationalist cause, and 
@ rumor is current that they have forfeited 
their bail at $1,000 each in the conspiracy case, 
and that they sailed yesterday from Queens- 
town for the United States. 

EXCITEMENT IN TIPPERARY. 

Much excitement prevailed in Tipperary 
when it became known that O’Brien and Dil- 
lon had abandoned their defense and left the 
ag A confirmation of the rumor that the

THEIR BONDS FORFEITED. 

Mr. Ronan, the prosecutor for the crown, 
announced the absence of Dillon and O’Brien, 
and asked the court to append to their bail 
bonds the usual certificate of non-appearance. 

Mr. Healy, of counsel for the defendants, 
submitted an argument that the sureties on 
the bail bonds had fulfilled their obligations 
when O’Brien and Dillon appeared in court on 
the first trial. The crown, he said, had subse- 
quently amended the particulars of the charges 
and, therefore, the bail given for defendants 
no longer held good. 

After listening to arguments on this point, 
the court announced that in its opinion the 
changes against the defendants, although they 
had n amended by the crown, were sub- 
stantially the same. It, therefore, granted 
Mr. Ronan’s request and the court’s certificate 
of pe mange was attached to the bail 
bonds of Dillon and O’Brien. 

Adjournment was then taken to enable the 
crown to consider what steps should be taken. 
Warrants were issued for the arrest of Dillon 
and O’Brien. 

THEY SAILED FROM HAVRE. 


Lonpon, October 10.—O’Connor’s paper, 
The Star, says that Dillon and O’Brien went 
to Waterfield and from there to Havre, on 
Wednesday, and they proceeded from the lat- 
ler port to New York.

THE RAINY SPELL 


Has Caused a Good Deal of Damage to the 
Crop. 


GRIFFIN, Ga., October 10.—[Special.}—The 
recent rainy spell is proving very disastrous to 
cotton, | b 

THE CONSTITUTION representative has ade 
careful inquiry in regard to the effects of this 
unusual spell, and from all interogated gets 
the reply that, what cotton was open when the 
rain set in is damaged from 25 to 50 per cent. 
As the weather had been so favorable to its 
opening, fields in every direction were white 
with the staple, hence the damage in this sec- 
tion will be very great. What applies to this 
section with regard to the , damage, 
may be looked for from other sections. That, 
then, being true, and as itis estimated half the 
crop was open in the field, it will reduce the 
crop very materially. In a great many in- 
stances the staple has rotted, and the soed 
sprouted in the boll. It is no uncommon 
sight, either, to see the space between the 
rows covered with young cotton, the result of 
being knocked from the boll, and sprouting 
where it has fallen. Usually such a catastro- 
phe as this is averted by the weather allowing 
it to be picked from the ground and dried, but 
the continuation of rain has prevented the 
following of former customs in this direc- 
tion. The farmers are very gloomy and de- 
spondent over the prospects, and trade that 
opened so briskly at the beginning of the sea- 
son, is suffering a set back also. 

While the above are sad facts to relate, one 
thing is left for us to rejoice over; our farmer 
friends, with few exceptions, have no mort- 
gages, or lien notes with iron clad clauses in 
them to meet or be robbed of their hard- 
earned substances. 

Many of them have money in bank to their 
credit, and their barns and meathouses at 
home are well filled. In this there is hope.

BUSINESS AT A STANDSTILL 


Because of the Disaster to Crops by the 
. Rains. 

Fort VALuEY, Ga., October 10.—[Special. | 
The farmers in this entire section as well as 
the merchants, are wearing extremely long 
faces. The camel hump which the business of 
Fort Valley showed with such pomp a few 
wecks ago, has gone down to a level with the 
camel’s back and the loss is greatly mourned 
by every one. Such is the effect of the «con- 
tinued rainsin this section. Not over one- 
fourth of the cotton crop has been gathered 
owing to the continued rains and great scarc- 
ity of labor which is prevailing throughout 
Houston county. 

There seems to be as much labor here as 
ever, but owing to the increased demand and 
the indifference of laborers to work, the farm- 
ers as well as all: other business, are really 
suffering for the want of labor and better 
weather. 

It is generally conceded that no more mid- 
dling cotton will be marketed unless the top 
crop, which is very promising now, maturos 
and is picked out in fair weather. 

Business is at a standstill and cotton re- 
ceipts are very small—nothing but low grades 
and stains being received for the past week. 


The Crops in Southwest Georgia.

GORDON, 


ATLANTA, Ga., October 6, 1890.—To the People 
of Georgia, in and Out of the Alliance: It is 
impossible for me toaccept all of the invitations 
to speak extended to me by the people, and no 
less impossible to find time for replies to the 
wholesale misrepresentations of my political 
views, and to the unworthy assaults upon my 
public and private character. A short card from 
me would, therefore, seem to be justified, although 
I cannot believe any is necessary. 

Ido not recall in the history of this state or of 
4his union a political campaign of more unjust or 
improper methods; but for this the alliance itself 
isin nosense responsible. Neither that brother- 
hood, nor any friend, who is working solely for 
the interest. of the cause, is engagedin this un- 
worthy business, 

1. A persistent effort is made to convince the 
alliance that laman enemy of the order andam 
fighting it. If there was one particle of truth in 
this charge, the prejudice that has been built up 
@gainst me would be just; but the charge 1s 
wholly false, without the shadow of truth in it. 


» The man does not live who can truthfully point to 


one thought, one sentence or one word that has 
ver falien from my lips in all these years that 
was unfriendly to the alliance, or to any of its 
fundamental principles. I defy any man to 
furnish the evidence. Ican furnish any amount 
of evidence demonstrating my effort to bring 
Such a brotherhood into existence and my defense 
of it since its organization every where and under 
all circuinstances. 

2. An efiort 18 made to induce the alliance to be- 
lieve that Lhave wilfully and without provoca- 
tion assaulted alliance leaders. This effort has 


| done me great injustice and is wholly untrue. I 


have always spoken in kindest terms of those who 
have treated me with any justice or fairness. I 
have assaulted no man until he had first assailed 
me.

Worse than that, 
his only hope Of election is by the rise 
to power of a race whose incapacity to 
govern is written upon the darkest page 
of South Carolina's history. 

When we consider the uselessness of 
this folly it is hard to understand how 
it could originate with sane men. It 
could only arise in the heat of - passion, 
which means a state of mind that is 
for the time madness, 

There never was in South Carolina a 
campaign conducted more openly than 
the one which resulted in the nomina- 
tion of Captain Tillman. It was. bitter 
in the extreme, but all that was said 
and done was in public. The majority 
of the democrats who opposed Tillman 
are now firm in the opinion that, as the 
nominee, he should receive the united 
support of the party. The distinguished 
gentlemen who opposed him are of that 
mind, and General Earle, who made 
such a gallant fight in the face of heavy 
odds, has gone so far as to say that, if 
necessary, he will take the stump in op- 
position to an independent ticket.

At Savannah he wanted 
her to marry him, but as her people; had not 
secn him she insisted on a longer. engage- 
ment. 

There he twice gave her drugs which made 
her insensible. When she reached New York 
he left her to go to the Beilevue Medical col- 
lege to finish the course and she came here. 
When in the south he spoke of his wealth, al- 
that he had $200,000 tied 
up in the Thomasville waterworks, upon 
which investment he couldgnot realize until 
September, and he suggested that she 
get some friend to endorse a note for him. 
When she got home he wrote to her for 
funds, and obtained two telegraphic orders 
for 325 each, and then wrote that he was so 
badly embarrassed that unless he.was sent a 
largé sum of money he should be arrested. 
She thereupon borrowed $600 from a Mrs. 
Hough and sent him $400, giving him the 
remainder when he next came to Providence. 

He came to 
Providence after various letters and telegrams 
had passed between him and Miss Clarke and 
tried to get large loans. 

He ascertained that her father had promised 
her $500 fer her wedding outfit, and he gave 
her a note payable in September for that 
amount and asked her to get the money from 
her father. This not being successful, he sug- 
gested that the old colored servant, formerly 4 
slave, should draw her earnings from the bank 
and give it to him for his note, and by good 
fortune only did the faithful black fail to keep 
her promise to him. Atthis visit Smith sug- 
gested that Nettie get some friend in a bank 
to take his note and a few days later 
she received from him the note for $8,000, 
which was signed by Joseph A. Budlong and 
which was later found to beaforgery. This 
note Smith had endorsed, and with it he sent 
her word that he wasina desperate financial 
situation, and that she must help him out. 
Upon this she went to see Mr. Hoxie, the fish 
culturist of South Kingstown, who refused 
to give her the money she wanted, but sug- 
gested that any bank, if Smith’s rating was 
found satisfactory, would make the discount. 

This Jed to her visit to the millionaire man- 
ufacturer, Hazard, of Peacedale, a trustee of 
the Mechanics’ Savings bank, who sent her 
with his confidential clerk to the institution. 
Smith’s rating was not to be had from either 
of the merchantile agencies and she sent him 
word that the note wasnot. negotiable. His 
reply was that he must have the whole money 


before 10 o’clock the next morning or else he 


could never useit, and that something must 
put an-end to his trouble. 

This was the day before the second forged 
note was putinto the bank. When Smith was 
here the Jast time he had shown her a case of 
instruments, in which was a noedle that had 
been steeped in African poison so subtie that 
one puncture of the flesh would be sufficient to 
cause death. The next day she got a special 
delivery letter in which was the $6,000 note, 
signed by James L. Tourtelot, and endorsed 
by Joseph A. Budlong. A memorandum of 
this note she took to the bank;and.afew hours 
later she was notified that the discount would 
be made. Taking the money she sent 
$1,000 of it to Smith, and then hurried 
to New York to meet him and to get the 
diamond engagement ring he had _ promised 
her. He was to have met her at the Grand 
Central depot, as was his. custom, but not 
finding him there. she become apprehensive 
that he had carried out his threat to end his 
life. As soon asshe could geta room at the 
Grand Union she called a messenger and sent 
him to Smith’s address, No. 143 East Twenty- 
sixthastreet. The messenger came back with 
word that Smith had left. his. lodgings and 
the city for good, and this-added to her 
fears of suicide. At’ midnight she tele- 

raphed to her’ mother’ to send her any 
etters or telegrams. which might have come 
tor her during her absence. from Providence. 
The next morning she went over to his address, 
and to her horror ascertained that Smith had. 
been married on the previous afternoon, and 
pot only that the ceremony was going on when 
she embarked for New York, but that the un- 
faithful lover had received her telegraphic 
money order before he was wedded. — : 

She at once sent tothe Western Union office, 
an gave an order probibiting them 
from paying Smith the $1,000, and she suc- 
eotel in tying up $750 of that amount, Then 
she went back to the hotelto waitfor her 
mother and was arrested for the forgery of 
the notes Smith had givem her. :

Clarke wept bitterly, visibly affecting the

That 
is, there was $2,000 she couldn’t account for. 

This seemed to make a very bad impression 
on the jury. From Thomasville to New York 
the attorney general jumped with alacrity. 
She was asked why, ifit was Smith’s money 
she sent to him, she had presumed to stop the 
payment of his checks at the Western Union 
office. She wouldn’t say that it was because 
she had been jilted, but because she had been 
deceived in his representations that he wanted 
the money for hig tuition in college, and be- 
cause of his deceit in other things. 

She had sworn that she was unacquainted 
with business matters, but the state compelled 
her to identify a note for $600 which she had 
given to Mrs. Hough on *) une 15th. She de- 
nied that she told Mrs. Hough that she wanted 
to get all the money she could to send to New 
York to haye invested for her by Smith. 

Then the 4 wh garage produced two letters, 
which she admitted she wrote, in one of which 
she romised to pay Mrs. Hough back in two 
weeks, and in the other chided her for telling 
that which she had been asked to keep as con- 
fidential ; and these were written one week be- 
fore the forged note was passed by her. 

She admitted that she stopped the payment 
of Smith’s telegraphic money order before she 
knew that the forgery had been discovered 
and that any inquiries were being made as to 
her whereabouts. She would not say that she 
did not tell Treasurer Knight at the bank that 
she had had money left to her and that she 
had loaned it to Mr. TourteYot at 7 per cent, 
and that that was why she had his note in her 

ossession. She thought she told him that 
Mr. Tourtellot held the security for the note 
and thatit had been given to her-thatis,that Dr. 
Smith had given the money to her to be hers 
after they were married. A direct answer on 
this important question was evaded. 

William F. Hock, of New York, corroborated 
her story as to the wedding cards and her visit 
to the telegraph office, his idea being to help 
her stop the payment, because he, too, was a 
creditor of Smith. 

The defense here rested and the government 
recalled Treasurer Knight, who contradicted 
Nettie on the point of her loan to Tourtellot, 
and put Annie Scrutton Hough on the witness 
stand. She is the young widow whom Nettio 
swindled out of hard-earned money that she 
was saving up for the education of her two lit- 
tle children. When she took the witness stand 
Nettie would not look at her, but kept her 
face covered with her handkerchief. She said 
Nettie came to her, told her that she was mak- 
ing much money in New York on Dr. Smith’s 
investments for her, and promised her 10 per 
cent a yearand a bonus of $100. She parted 
with her money on these representations, but 
had never been able to get a penny back. 
This closed the evidence. 

A strong point aggaint Nettie was her own 
admission that she saw Smith write a note for 
$400, which note was used in thetrial. The 
handwriting is the same asin Smith’s letters 
and entirely different from th&t in the forged 
notes, whereas the writing in her own note 
toMrs. Hough and thatin theforged’ notes 
seemed the same. 

Dr. Smith married Miss Nellie King, a 
member of Dr. Howard Crosby’s congregation 
and whose mother and sister live on East 
Twenty-sixth street. A friend ofthe family 
states that when The World first published 
the story of Nettie Clarke's troubles Mrs. King 
sent it to her son-in-law, now living at 
Thomasville, Ga., asking him to reply. 
He promptly did s0, saying the charges 
made by Miss Clarke were false and that 
sho was a bad woman. He had 
advanced her money at the time she was 
south, and the money which he had received 
from her since their arrival north was in pay- 
ment of her indebtedness to him. The family 
believe that Nettie Clarke invented the state- 
ments she has made against Smith. Said the 
friend: 

“T know that Mr. and Mrs. Smith intended 
to return to New York this fall. Mr. Smith 
wanted to complete his studies here. From 
what I learned a few days ago, I can state that 
they will not come north now.”

Dr. P. Alex Smith is the eldest son of Redden 
Smith, proprietor of the Pine Summit, a 
fashionable winter boarding house for north- 
ern visitors. 

The Smiths are among the wealthiest fami- 
lies in the city, but most of their property is 
in real estate and in the Piney Woods Hotel 
Company. 

Young Dr. Smith has always been considered 
aleading society man, and a good, all-round 
athlete. Heonly spends a — of his time 
here, as he travels considerably. 

He met Miss Nettie Clarke, the young 
woman now on trial in Providence for forgery, 
last winter at hts father’s boarding house. She 
had been advised to come south in the early 
part of the year for her health. She 
was introduced to Smith by his 
mother.

Increasing the Members of the Board a 


HE REFUSES TO APPROVE THE 
REINHARDT BILL 


Health from Five to Six--Signing 
Bills Passed Up. 


Mayor Glenn has vetoed the Reinhardt 
resolution increasing the members of the board 
of health from five to six, and requiring one 
member to be from each ward. 

The veto was filed yesterday morning. 

The law as it now stands has no ward lines 
for the board of health members. 

But Mr. Reinhardt’s resolution, which was 
reported favorably upon by the legislative 
committee, establishes the ward lines and 
precludes the election of more than one mem- 
ber from a ward. 

In his veto Mayor Glenn says: 

The city already has enough officers and there is 
no necessity for increasing the number of 
board. The sanitary department is well organ- 
ized and is admirably conducted with a compe- 
tent corps of inspectors and withoutfany politics. 
I think it would be unfortunate to interfere with 
its present status. This department requires the 
services of men pecniiarly tted for t work. 
The health of the city is dependent on 
their management, and I do not believe 
thatitis good policy in selecting the members 
ss the board to restrict the general council to ward 

ne3. 

They should have the power to elect the most 
mo gy men regardless of the ward in which 

ive. 

The city tried the experiment of requiring one 
member from each ward when the present charter 
was adopted in 1874, but evidently it did not work 
well, for in 1881 the charter was amended and the 
general council was allowed to elect from any part 
of the city. 

In addition to the foregoing reasons, I am in- 
fluenced toa — extent in making this veto by 
the fact that it would deprive the city of the ser- 
vices of Dr. John B. Baird, the accomplished sec- 
retary of the board, and who has been a member 
for many years. His services, with his experi- 
ence and his qualifications, should not be lost by 
the city. Heand Dr. Armstrong, the president, 
both reside in the second ward, and under this 
proposed amendment, Dr. Baird, whose term ex - 
pires in January, could not be re-elected. I hardly 
think your attention was called to this result 
when the matter was before you. 

When informed of the veto, Mr. Reinhardt 
remarked: 

‘‘Lam not surprised at the mayor’s action. 
When I wrote the resolution, however, I had 
no idea that it would affect any member of the 
present board.. In fact, I had been informed 
pe two members were from the same 
ward.’’ 


Approving Bills. 

Mayor Glenn was busy all yesterday morn- 
ing approving papers which have passed 
through the council and the aldermanic board. 

Of the bills to which he did not attach his 
signature was the one as Wheat street at 
Peachtree.

Meeting in Miles’s Hall. 

The mass meeting at Miles’s hall on Marietta 

last night was largely attended, and every one 


came away pleased.

The Fifth Ward Meeting at Miles’s Hall. 

The main feature of the meeting at Miles’s hall, 
in the Fifth ward last night, was the explanation, 
by Alderman Woodward, of the railroad ordi- 
nance offered by him and passed by the council 
about two yearsand a halfago. The hall was 
packed, even the standing room was taken. A 
very large portion of the crowd was composed of 
railroad men, who had gone to learn something 
about the ordinance that had caused so much talk 
by the opponents of Captain Perkerson in the 
sheriff's race. 

Mr. Woodward, in his explanation of the law, 
showed conclusively toevery railroad man pres- 
ent that the ordinance wa3 not intended to work a 
hardship upon them, but was a protection to 
them as well as the entire people of Atlanta. He 
called attention to the fact that for the two years 
and a half that the ordinance had beenin opera- 
tion that not asingle person, old or young, had 
been hurtat either Whitehall, Pryor or Loyd 
street crossings, and that during that time At- 
lanta’s streets had been more densely crowded 
than at any other like period during her history. 
He cited the fact that the settlement of the Dr. 
Wilson case had cost the Western and Atlantic 
railroad more than the entire extra expense the 
Woodward ordinance had been to the railroads 
combined, and that undoubtedly it had been the 
eause of saving life and limb, and saved the rail- 
roads thousands of dollars, and asked where was 
the railroad man that had not rather be put to a 
little inconvenience to save the life of his fellow- 
man? 

Mr. Woodward called attention to the fact that, 
while the opposition ticket seemed to be laying to 
him all the railroad ordinances that had been 
passed by the general council since Atlanta was 
Marthasvilie, the only one that he was the author 
of was the one coyering Whitehall, Pryor and 
Loyd streets, but that he had been the means of 
having one or two existing laws amended in the 
interest of railroad men. 

One prominent railroad employe remarked that 
he had heard Major Berkley and Assistant General 
Manager W. H. Green, of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville system, say that the Woodward ordinance 
was one of the best laws that had been passed, 
and that it had saved the railroads thousands of 
dollars. 

For the benefit of those who do not understand 
the ordinance it is given in full below: 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
era; council of the city of Atlanta, and the same 
is hereby ordained, that thirty days after the pass- 
age of this ordinance it shall be unlawful for any 
railway company or corporation, or the agents of 
any railway company or corporation, to shift, 
switch, or make up trains of 
cars, or run 0oara or engines over 
Whitehall, Pryor or Loyd street crossing 
between the hours of 6 o’clock a. mand 10 o’clock 
p.m., and any railway company or corporation, or 
aby of its agents violating the provisions of this 
ordinance, shaliupon conviction before the re- 
rete TF ay | a fine of not less than $100, nor more 
than $500 for each offense; provided, that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed to 
prevent passenger trains from entering or 
departin from the union depot, or from 
transferring or delivering strictly perishable 
freight, namé@ly, fresh vegetables, green fruits, 
unsalted meat, ice,fish and live stock and through 
freight, or to prevent the delivery of local freight 
to consignees having side-track privileges, but at 
no time shall any car or engine pass over the 
above named crossings between the hours of 6 
o’clock a. m. and 10 o’clock p. m. without being 
preceded by a flagman. 

Sec. 2. That when two or more engines or cars 
are approaching either of the above named cross- 
ings at the same time, all but the one car nearest 
the crossing shall come toadead stand and re- 
main 80 until the first has completely cleared the 
crossing, and so on until all engines or cars have 

assed. Any engineer ur agentin charge violat- 
ng the provisons of this section shall upon con- 
viction before the recorder be fined not fess than 
$25 nor more than $100 for each offense, and 
upon failure to pay said fine shall serve no: less 
than ten days nor more than thirty days on public 
works. 

Sec. 3. After the passage of this ordinance it 
shall be unlawful for any person to pass or at- 
tempt to pass between the flagman and the engine 
orcars that he is preceding, over any of the 
above named crossings. Any person violating 
this section, shall, upon conviction before the re- 
corder, be fined not less than $5, nor more than 
$25, or serve not less than five days nor more than 
twenty days on the public works. 

Sec. 4. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
this ordinance are hereby repealed. Adopted 
October 1, 1888. J. H. GOLDSMITH, City Clerk. 

Section 1 has been amended 80 as to allow 
the empty cars which contained through freight 
to be transferred to the different roads when re- 
turning. 

Section 2 has been amended s0 as to allow 
more than one passenger engine or cars on a 
crossing at the same time, provided only one is 
moving.

LIVINGSTON RETURNS 


FROM HIS TOUR OF THE TAR HEEL 
5 STATE, 


And Talks About His Trip—He Corrects a 
Newspaper—There Will Be No Ad- 
vance Meeting of the Alliance. 


Colonel L. F. Livingston returned to Atlanta 
yesterday from North Carolina where he has 
been preaching subtreasury-to the farmers a! 
over the “Tar Heel state.” 

While in Nerth Carolina Colonel] Livingston 
spoke on several occasions to great gatherings 
of farmers and expounded most thoroughly the 
princtples of the subtreasury scheme. 

Colonel Livingsten has a great deal to say 
about his visit to the different cities of North 
Carolina. 

“They have far better crops up there than 
they had last year,’*he said yesterday, ‘“‘and 
the prespects are good fora glorious harvest. 
The people are happy and hopeful in the out- 
look, and the old state is smiling from border 
to border with prosperity.” 

THE ALLIANCE I8 SOLID. 

“Tlow’s the alliance up there ?’’ 

“‘As alliancemen the farmer3 seem to be 
united with far less division than I expected 
to find them. They are almost unanimously 
in favor of the subtreasury scheme. 

‘I was more than gratified to find how solid 
the alliance was for this important measure.”’ 
HE DIDN’T SAY IT. 

“I noticed that the Wilmington paper in 
its report of my speech at Weldon, has seri- 
ously misquoted me. 

“It states that I said in Georgia there were 
three parties, the alliance, the democratic and 
the republican, and quotes me assaying the 
alliance party was the one that held the win- 
ning hand. 

“I did not say it. My remarks on this line 
applied to the state of Kansas and the political 
situation out there. The words I used were 
confined to that state alone, and the instance 
was given to illustrate the strength of the 
alliance in that state. I am anxious to set 
myself aright on this line. 

“Thé alliance people of Nerth Carolina 
hope to have a strong representation in the 
next state legislature to work for the sub- 
treasury plan. The farmers up there are well 
read, and keep themselves well-informed on 
the issues of the day. My reception was all 
that Icould ask for, aud more than I ex- 
pected.” 

“Ts it true that you are going to Kansas ?’’ 

‘*Yes, Colonel Polk, Colonel W. A. Wilson, 
of Americus, and I will leave next Monday 
for Kansas, and if nothing prevents, I will go 
from there to Illinois and Ohio and speak to 
the farmers all over those states.’’ 

‘*What are you going to talk about?’”’ 

‘““My text will be the ‘Subtreasury Plan,’ first, 
last and all the time.’’ 

NO ALLIANCE ADVANCE MERTING, 

In THe CONSTITUTION’S special of yester- 
day, relative to action taken in Oglethorpe 
county concerning the United States senator- 
ship, the statement was made that ‘‘it is an- 
nounced that the alliance will hold a conven- 
tion in Atlanta a few days before the legisla- 
ture meets.”’ e 

“T noticed that,” assented Colonel Living- 
ston in reply to the question. ‘“‘If the state- 
ment means anything, it means 
that there will be & meeting 
of the state alliance in Atlanta, 
a few daysin advance of the meeting of the 
legislature.”’ 

‘Ts it true?”’ 

‘Most emphatically, no! Under our con. 
stitution Iam the only man that could call 
such a meeting. It certainly has not been 
called; nor have I any official or personal 
knowledge that such a meeting was ever con- 
-templated.’’ ‘ 

“Could it not mean that there would be an 
advance meeting of the alliance members of 
the legislature ?”’ 

‘That may have been what Tur Constt- 
TUTION correspondent intended. But I know 
of no such meeting. I see no object in it; and 
believe further that if any such advance meet- 
ing was contemplated, I would know of it, 


which I do not. 

“Under the law, the first ballot for United 
States senator will be on the second Tuesday 
after the convening of the general assembly, 
which will be thirteen days afterthe 4th. Of 
course, before that time, there will probably 
be caucusses of the friends of all the candi- 
dates, but there will be plenty of time after 
the legislature meets. Perhaps there will be 
an alliance caucus, but if so I see no reason 
why they should meet before the legislature 
convenes. Ifany such thing is intended, I 
never heard of it before I noticed THE Con- 
STITUTION’S special this morning. In all 
probability the correspondent meant,to state 
that there would be an alliance caucus before 
the balloting began for senator. 

‘‘T know nothing about any sort of alliance 
meeting to bo held in Atlantain advance of 
the meeting of the legislature.’’

THE OZBURN TRIAL. 


4 JURY SECURED AND THE TRIAL 
BEGINS. 


Scene in the Superior Court During the 
Trial of One of the Most Remarkable 
Cases in the History of Fulton County. 


On trial for his life! 

Charles M. Ozburn is being tried for the 
murder of J. M. Bradley, the doetalis of which 
tragedy have already been published in these 
columns. 

At the opening of court yesterday morning 
the challenging of jurors was resumed and 
continued till the noon recess, one additional 
juror having been secured and one, Mr. W. O. 
Chaney, having been excused on account of 
sudden illness. : 

This left one seat vacant in the jury box, 
and atthe reconvening of court at 3 o’clock 
the call was resumed. 

Atlength, after having exhausted a list of 
258 jurors, the largest number ever drawn on a 
case in Fulton county, the last man, Paul G. 
Rauschenberg, qualified asa juror, and the 
panel was completed. 

The complete list is as follows: Wal- 
ter §S. Bridwell, Paul G. Rauschenberg, 
Joseph Smith, Dennis D. Myers, W. F. Ker- 
sey, J. F. Snellings, James M. Crouch, 
Charles W. Jordan, John L. Aenchbacker, J. 
H. W. Parker, William H. Bone and J. W. 
Brown. 

OZBURN IN COURT. 

Ozburn occupied a seat near his counsel, 
Messrs. C. T. Ladson and W. H. Hulsey. He 
is clean shaven, neatly dressed and appears 
perfectly self-possessed. He is quite pale from 
long confinement, but appears to be in excel- 
lent health and spirits. By his side sat his 
young wife and aged mother, both dressed in 
black, and both watching the progress of the 
trial with the most intense interest. 

Mr. Seab Ozburn also occupied a seat beside 
his young brother, whose life isin such immi- 
nent peril. 

The prosecution is represented by Solicitor 
General C. D. Hill, Colonel George T, Fry, of 
Chattanooga, and Captain W. D. Ellis. 

The courtroom was crowded yesterday, the 
sitting being removed from the damp, steamy 
basement to the more airy and comfortable 
room upstairs. 

The case is one of the most sensational that 
ever occurred in Fulton county, and for that 
reason the trial has created a widespread 
interest and has drawn hundreds of spectators 
to the scene of the trial. 

THE FIRST WITNESS. 

A large number of witnesses were sworn by 
both the state and the defense. 

The first witness introduced by the state was 
Mr. Henry Thompson, a merchant whose store 
is on Whitehall street, about seventy-five paces 
from the store occupied by Mr. Bradley, at 
the time of the killing, at the junction of 
Whitehall and Forsyth streets. 

Mr, Thompson stated that on the 5th of May, 
the day the killing occurred, he was sitting in 
his store and heard the first shot. His store is 
diagonally across the street from the Bradley 
store and he could see into Bradley’s door. 

When he heard the first shot he looked 
across and saw Bradley emerge from 
the door, backing as if trying 
to get away, and close by 
followed by Ozburn, who continued firing at 
Bradley. He saw the dust fly from Bradley's 
clothing as the shot struck him. Bradley 
turned around, staggered a few steps, and fell. 

Ozburn walked rather rapidly down to Jones 
street, and witness followed him until he 
turned up Cooper street and entered a resi 
dence, No. 15 Cooper, where he was arrested. 

As Bradley fell hecried out: 

‘‘Oh, my God, I am shot!” 

Ly the time those nearest to the scene could 
reach him, he was dead. 

Mr. Thompson recognized the pistol, a 
doubloe-action, six-shot revolver. Witness said 
that there Were either four or five shots fired. 

As Ozburn walked away he had his hand to 
his face. 

Witness walked to the spot where the dead 
man lay immediately after Ozburn was ar- 
rested. He saw nostick or weapon of any 
kind near the dead man, neither did he see 
anything in his hands when he was shot by 
Ozburn. 

DR. WESTMORELAND SWORN. 

Dr. Robert Westmoreland was next put 
upon the stand and testified a8 to the wounds 
on Bradley’s person. He examined the body 
soon after it was removed to Swift’s under- 
pa ai, establishment. He found a number of 
wounds on his person, twoin the arm, three 
on the chest and one in the left side of the 
back some distance below the arm pit. 

One of the bullets passed directly through 
the heart, and wasjthe one that caused his 
death. 

Three, out of the six wounds, however, 
would have been sufficient to produce death. 
A NEIGHBOR’S TESTIMONY. 

Mr. Max Lang, whose -residence is near 
Bradley’s store, was an eye-witness of a part 
of the tragedy. 

He testified that he heard the shooting; 
went to the door and saw Bradley fall, and 
saw Ozburn walk away. Heonly saw the last 
shot, and as Ozburn walked away he put his 
right hand to his hip pocket, then raised it to 
his cheek, as he walked down the street. 

When the witness reached the spot where 
Bradley was lying, the latter wasin a dying 
condition. Somebody asked him who shot 
him, but the dying man was too far gone to 
answer. 

Witness followed Ozburn uatil the latter 
was apprehended in the house on Cooper 
street. He saw no wound of any kind on 
Ozburn’s person. 

Witness swore that he heard six shots, 
the first two very close together, and the 
others after the lapse of a few seconds. 

At the distance that separated witness from 
the scene of the shooting, he was unable to 
tell whether the combatants were face to face 
or not. 

On cross-examination by Colonel Hulsey, 
witness indicated very graphically, by clap- 
ping his hands, how the shots were fired. 

“Smack, smack smack, smack, smack, 
smack !”’ 

Witness and Mr. Thompson were the first to 
reach the scene, and witness notified Sergeant 
Ozburn, who arrested the slayer and carried 
him to the station house. 

After the conclusion of Mr. Lang’s testi- 
mony, court adjourned at 5:30 o’cleck to meet 
again at 9 o’clock this morning.
